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35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, macliine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 6-9 are directed to a "use" which is non-statutory subject matter. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5, 10, and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Schmidt (US 4301 179). 

Schmidt teaches a composition comprising whey and a lipoxidase (see entire 
patent, especially the abstract and column 4, lines 61-65). 

The claims appear to differ as to the recitation of the bleaching of the dairy 
product. 
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Bleaching of the dairy product would be no more than inherent and/or obvious to 
that of Schmidt et al as the same components are used. 

Claims 1-5, 10, and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Efthymiou (US 3843801 ) in view of Schmidt (US 4301 1 79) or JP- 
56131358. 

Efthymiou discloses the production of cheese wherein the final product may be 
bleached for consumer acceptability (see entire patent, especially column 7, lines 3-11). 

The claims differ as to the specific use of lipoxygenase as the bleaching agent. 

Schmidt discloses lipoxidase as a bleaching agent (see entire patent, especially 
the abstract and column 4, lines 61-65). 

JP-56131358 discloses lipoxygenase as a bleaching agent (see abstract). 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art, at the time the 
invention was made, to use lipoxygenase as a bleaching agent as taught by Schmidt 
(US 4301 179) and JP-56131358 in that of Efthymiou because the use of lipoxygenase 
as a bleaching agent in the food art is conventional and well-known.
